Benson Opposes Any 
Attempt to Restore 
Rigid Farm Supports 


WASHINGTON OB — Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra 
T 
Benson 
said today he will “ actively op- 
po-o” any attempt by Congres- to 
restore rigid 90 per cent parity 
price supports for basic crops. 
“ I am hopeful that the President 
will back me up,” Benson told 
a 
news conference. 
“ High rigid supports are not 
a 
rem edy for a price decline.” Ben­ 
son said. “ Instead. . . . They are a 
stabilizer, not a price fixer.” 
P arity is a price calculated to 
give 
the farm er a 
theoretically 
fair return for his crops in com­ 
parison with the cost of things he 
must buy. 
The government guar­ 
anteed parity support paym ents of 
90 per cent through a decade end­ 
ing last year. Support prices on 
five basic crops—wheat, corn, cot­ 
ton. peanuts, and rice—now range 
from 821 2 to 90 per cent. 
Benson predicted there would be 
no 
increase 
in 
allotments 
for 
wheat 
next 
year 
over the 
55- 
million-acre minimum set by law.
